Think New Title Will Stop Usurpa- 
tion of Prestige by Minor 
Musicians. 


ROUSED BY WOMAN'S LETTER 


That the recent change in name of the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra to the Chicago 
Symphony orchestra wil) not pass without 
some misunderstanding, and perhaps ill 
feeling, became apparent yesterday when 
a letter was received from the widow of the 
comiuctor protesting against obliteration of 
her husband’s name. 

The communication caused a hurried meet- 
ing of such members of the board of trustegs 
as were in Chicago. At its conclusion it was 
announced in a statement that the change 
of name would not be revoked. 


Trustees Give Reasons, 

In the absence of Bryan Lathrop, president 
of the Orchestral agsociation, Vice President 
Clyde M. Carr occupied the chair. While the 
meeting was not public and only the official 
statement was given out, it is understood 
those present considered themselves privi- 
leged to decide on even as important a step 
as the change in name, since they represent 
donators who in thirteen years have con- 
tributed about $400,000 to cover the deficits 
of the orchestra. 

It was asserted that recently an agglomera- 
tion of Chicago musicians had started from 
the city under a name similar to the name 
now adopted, drawing unsophisticated music 
lovers by virtue of a prestige righ®#fully be- 
jonging to the Thomas organization. This 
it is hoped to stop by the change in name. 

It was argued since the association had 
placed Chicago on the musical map it should 
claim the city’s name, to which it is entitled, 
before that appellation is usurped by a 
younger society. 


Letter of Mrs. Thomas. 

The letter of protest written by the widow 
of the conductor is as follows: 

“383 Park_avenue, New York, March 1. 
1918.—To the President and Trustees of the 
Chicago Orchestral association: 

„ Gentlemen—The announcement that the 
trustees of the Orchestral association con- 
template changing the name of the Theodore 
Thomas orchestra has shocked and pained 
me, as I am sure it must Shock and pain ev- 
ery music lover who honors the memory of 
Theodore Thomas, and although I am not 
officially connected with the essociation 1 
cannot refrain from protesting with ail the 
earnestness of which I am capable against 
this act of injustice. 

Nor do I think that the trustees now have 
the moral right to change the name without 
the consent of the Thomas family, after hav- 
ing accepted from us the great gift of the 
orchestral library which we tendered not to 
the Chicago orchestra but to the Theodore 


j Thomas orchestra. 


t in Existence. 

“ This library is the largest and most com- 
plete modern orchestral library in existence 
and represented four-fifths of Mr. Thomas’ 
entire estate. His heirs were not rich people 
who could afford to lightly toss away the 
greater part of their inheritance, but the con- 
trary. But when we were assured that the 
orchestra was to be named after him we 
thought no sacrifice too great if we could 
thereby’ help to establish permanently the 
noble institution which should preserve his 
name and his art standards to future genera- 
tions. 

“We did not make the retention of the 
name a stated condition of our gift, because 
such a thing was never heard of as an insti- 
tution first honoring a great man publicly 
and later as publicly reversing that honor 
and it did not occur to Us as even a possible 
contingency. 

gut the trustees are none the less morally 
bound to do what is right and just toward us 
in the matter and cannot justly nullify the 
whole object of our gift by changing the name 
of the orchestra now. 


Wants Name Removed from Hall. 

“The proposal to call Mr. Thomas the 
‘founder’ of the orchestra is not feasibie, 
for he. did not found the Chicago orchestra. 
He founded the Theodore Thomas orchestra 
of New York; the Chicago orchestra was 
founded by its fifty original guararitors and 
he was simply its musical director, standing 
in the same relation to its founders as Dr. 
William R. Harper stood in relation to the 
founder of the Chicago university. 

Nor should the name of Thomas be left on 
the facade of the hall if the name of the or- 
chestra is changed, for it would be as much of 
a mockery to keep the words ‘Theodore 
Thomas Orchestra hall on a building in 
which there was no Theodore Thomas or- 
chestra as it would be to entitle him the 
founder of an institution which was founded 
by other men.

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GRAND JURY MAY 
CALL MAOVEAGH 


Methods Used by Oleo Makers 
to Get $101,000 Bargain 
Under Fire. 


U. S. OFFICIALS ANGRY. 


Franklin MacVeagh, who was secretary of 
the treasuy in the Taft cabinet, may be 
subpeenaed before the special grand jury 
sworn in yesterday by Judge Landis to in- 
quire into the compromised oleomargarine 
frauds. 

Federal officials were speculating during 
the day whether or not the retired cabinet 
official might be a necessary witness. The 
new grand jury may examine him. it was said, 
in view of a suggestion tnat Mr. MacVeagh 
was imposed on by subordinates in recom- 
mending the eleventh hour acceptance of a 
compromise of the $1.200,000 oleo frauds for 
$101,100. The grand jury, it wae said, may 
wish to know why he permitted the oleo pack- 
ers to go with a comparatively insignificant 
tax assessment, instead of allowing the courts 
to pass on the alleged frauds. 


Oleo Fraud Books May Reappear. 

All books and records in the office of Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue R. E. Cabell 
bearing on the oleo frauds also may be or- 
dered brought before the grand urn Judge 
Landis and District Attorney Wilkersen are 
éetermined the entire subject shall be opened 
for one of the most exhaustive investigations 
ever undertaken dy a federal inquisitorial 
body. 

The inquiry will be directed with a view 
to criminal indietments of the individuale 
involved in the alleged frauds. While Mr. 
MacVéeagh by the compromise disposed of 
both the civil and criminal labiltties so far 
as the evasion of the internal revenue taxes 
are concerned, the government is not barred 
from starting prosecution for conspiracy to 
defraud the government and obstruct the 
administration of justice.

SCHOOL DIRTY; CHANGE HEADS 


Mrs. Young Puts Woman in W. 
C. Payne’s Place at Haines. 


LAX METHODS ARE ALLEGED 


Plea Italian Pupils Need Less Care 
Not Accepted. 


On order of the board of education Mra. Ea 
Fiagg Young yesterday transferred Principal 
Wiliam C. Payne of the Haines Practice 
school to the Healy elementary school. The 
transfer followed complaints and reports m- 
dicating the Haines school was ont of the 
dirtiest in Chicago. 

The duty of cleaning up the Haines school 
and restoring its condition throughout to 
normal will fall on the shoulders of a woman, 
Miss Blizabeth R. Daly. who wae transferred 
to Mr. Payne's old place. She had been prin- 
cipal of the Healy school. 

A letter was sent by Mrs. Young to Mr. 
Payne last fall reminding him of the insani- 
tary condition of his school and of the poor 
work of the pupil and suggesting he vicit 
other schools. Mr. Payne, it is said. took the 
suggestion complecentily, giving as an excuse 
that the membership of his school principally 
was Italian. 

Letter Sent to Chiefs, 

Mra. Young asked all the district super 
tendents to visit the school and make an in- 
vestigation. Later a meeting was heid which 
resulted in the sending of a letter to William 
B. Owen, principal of the Chicago Teachers 
college, with which the practice school is 
connected. 

“The basement is especially obnoxious,” 
the letter sald. “ The marking in the boy? 
lavatory is a disgrace. There is more deface- 
ment in this room than in any twenty ethers 
of the kind in other schools. 

“ The teachers are considered exceptionally 
strong or they would not be in a prectice 
echool. This being true, the clase instruc- 
tion should de of a high order. Every recita- 
tion should be ekilifully conducted. Quite 
the contrary is true. The Haines Practice 
school ranks with the poorest in the city. 
The second grade children have almost no 
ability to help themselves in learning words. 
Their reading vocabulary is extremely Um- 
ited and their reading of sentences monot- 
onous and wooden. In many schools in for- 
eign districts, September children accomplish 
more before Christmas than these do in the 
entire schoo! year. 

More Criticism of School. 

“The value of the time seems to impress 
few of the teachers. Creditabie accomplish- 
mem in a given time is rarely in evidence. 
A. sort of inactive satisfaction seems to have 
gettied over many of the teachers—a con- 
scious superiority which has gotten past ef-

Some Protest by Politicians. 

It wae an interesting development of the 
Gay that President Wilson has decided to be 
presidemt first and partisan second. 

It is not a decision that will appeal to the 
politicians and especially to We office seek- 
ers. It is their view that Mr. Wilson should 
be a Democratic president in the political 
dense. They claim he owes his election to 
the Democrats and thet he should discharge 
the indebtedness by a strict observance of 
the platform adopted by the party convention 
and by the prompt appointment to office of 
the men who year in and year out in the 
gloom of defeat have stood by the flag and 
through their work have carried it to victory. 

It is the sordid political view with which 
President Wilson hes no sympathy, accord- 
ing to what he said and the developments 
that occurred today. 


Asks Advice of Republicans. 

Mr. Wilson gave practical demonstration 
of hie attitude by his action in reappointing 
Edward E. Clark of Iowa and naming John 
H. Marble of Caiifornie as member of the 
interstate commerce commission, and by 
sending for the senators from Iowa and Cali- 
fornia to ascertain whether these appoint- 

ments would be satisfactory to them. 

In accordance with his invitation, Senators 
Cummins end Kenyon of Iowa and Senators 
Works and Perkins of California promptly 
appeared at the White House. All these men 
are Republicans. Cummins voted for Roose- 
velt in November, Kenyon and Perkins sup- 
ported Taft, and Works lent his influence to 
Wilson. 

There was nothing partisan about this ac- 
tion, no consftieration of the Democratic 
leaders, nothing but a purpose to obtain the 
placing into office of two able, conscientious 
men whose past services are guarantees that 
they will perform faithful and efficient work 
upon the interstate commerce commiesion. 


Second Blow to Politicians. 

The refusal] of Mr. Wilson to receive office- 
seekers likewise was a blow to the politicians 
who put office first and the country second. 
In order to strengthen themselves in their 
respective states, they regard it as essential 
that their recommendations as to appoint- 
ments shall be adopted without loss of time. 
Moreover, they want to deal directly with the 
president and not with him through a mem- 
ber of his cabinet. ‘ 

In connection with the diplomatic appoint- 
ments, for example, the members of the 
senate and the house, who have been de- 
nounced by Col. Bryan and in turn have 
knifed him in every way they can, fear their 
recommendations will receive short shrift 
from the new head of the state department. 

Another thing disclosed by the statement 
issued by Mr. Wilson is that he will hold re- 
sponsible the head of each department for 
the character of the subordinates of that de- 
partment, leads to the inference that he 
will pursue the Taft policy of permitting each 
cabinet member to run his own office without 
interference from above. 

Col. Roosevelt, when president, did not 
hesitate to send for a suborcinate in order to 
get in direct touch with a situation. Later 
on Mr. Wiison may think it worth while to 
adopt the Roosevelt policy, but his present 
intention, apparently, is to confine his con- 
sultations on matters of administration to 
members of his cabinet.

will be spent In personal interviews with 
candidates. unless he sets an invariable 
rule in the matter.

Bryan Will Be Subordinate. 

It may as well be understood that Col. 
Bryan intends to be a subordinate of Presi- 
dent Wilson. Since he has been in Wash- 
ington the remarks he has let drop show 
that he proposes to be loyal and to do all 
in his power to make the administration a 
success. He does not refer to his own pol- 
cles, but to the Wilson policies, whenever 
he discusses what he is to do. 

Mr. Bryan realiges he enters office with 
the belief widespread that he contemplates 
wrecking President Wilson in order that he 
himself may achieve the presidency four 
years from now. He echoes the wish of the 
president that their relations shall be cor- 
dial, frank, and intimate, and he proposes to 
do his part in making them so. There is no 
doubt Mr. Wileon will lean heavily on Mr.

“ Bryan Words Prove Puzzle. 

During his morning visit Mr. Bryan made 
a speech to the officials of the department. 

“I am not prepared to discuss tenure in 
office,” he sad. My own tenure is, ae 1 
was about to say, brief, but my tenure has 
not even begun. I am sure your tenure 
is, therefore, not more uncertain than mine. 
I have not had time to learn from the presi- 
dent the general policy that will be im-

After receiving the congratulations of those 
present, Seoretary Bryan signed the com- 
missions of his colleagues as cabinet officers 

Josephus Daniels of North Carolina took 
the oath as secretary of the navy before a 
gay party, including the new secretary of 
state, the new secretary of commerce, Mr. 
Redfield, senators, representatives, Roger d. 
Sullivan of Chicago, and naval officers.

HAS NO FEAR OF RESULT. 


Chicagoan Charges U. 8. with Plot to 
Send Him to Penitentiary. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 5.—Clarence 8. 
Darrow. charged with the bribery of jurors 
in the McNamare trial, began this after- 
noon the closing argument in his own de- 
fenee. Great crowds tried to obtain ad- 
mittance to the courtroom, which could 
accommodate only a few persons. 

Conditions approaching a riot were reached 
when the doors were thrown open. Several 
women fainted and so blocked the way that 
few obtained seats, although a throng of 
men and women charged into the courtroom. 

In the beginning Darrow bitterly assailed 
former Judge Wheaton A. Gray, specia!

. Darrow Charges a Plot. 

“Only once before,” said Darrow to the 
fury, “have I had occasion to speak to a 
jury for myself {referring to the former trial 
which resulted in his acquittal], and one feels 
on such an occasion that he may say too much 
or too little. 

“Had I been a robber or a burglar, or a 
Gefaulting bank cashier and had been tried 
once and acquitted, no one would have dared 
to place me on trial again in a community of 
intelligent men. 

„But I had to be tried again because the 
forces ‘which control this United States 
the great forces of evil want to destroy me. 
They have bribed every ‘gutter snipe and

CRUISER SMASHES CRAFT. 


Cat in Twain After Maneuvers in the 
N North Sea. 


HELIGOLAND, March 5.—Sixty-six of the 
crew of the German torpedo boat destroyer 
8 178 were drowned when the little vessel 
Was rammed by the cruiser Yorck in the 
North Sea last night. 

Among the dead are the commander, Lieut. 
Koch, and his first officer. 

The surgeon and engineer and fifteen men 
of the crew were saved. The boat sank 


immediately. 

Torpedo boat destroyer 8 178 was one of the 
newest destroyers in the German fleet. It 
displaced 036 tons, and carried a complement 
of elghty-four officers and men. 

S 178 was returning during the night from 
maneuvers in which it had participated with 
the German battleship fleet, the cruiser 
squadron, and sixty-four other torpedo boat 
destroyers. 


How Accident Happened. 

The destroyers attempted to pass through 
the intervals in the column of warships while 
the latter were steaming ahead at full speed. 
The commander of the S 178 calculated the 
distance incorrectly and his boat was cut 
completely in halves by the cruiser Yorck, 

The Yorck signaled the accident to the 
other vessels of the fleet. which slowed down 
and cruised round in the vicinity, flashing 
their searchlights in all directiona Small 
boats were lowered from all the vessels and 
gucceedod in pleking up two of the officers 
and fifteen of the crew of the sunken de- 
stroyer. 


Sympathy of America. 

BERLIN, March 5—Joseph C. Grew, sec- 
retary of the American embassy, today went 
to the ministry of marine to express to Ad- 
miral Von Tirpitz the condolences of Amer- 
ica in connection with the sinking of de- 
stroyer 8 178.

PLEA FOR THE CHILD. 

EMENTIA precox is a form of insan- 
ity which affects young people. 
That fact is indicated by the last 
half of the name. One’s idea of de- 
mentia is tied up with the word de- 
mented, and demented people, as most of us 
picture them, are dull, listless, mindless, and, 

ofttimes, in a state of partial paralysis. 

This is the condition in the later stages 
of dementia precox, but the conditions found 
in the earlier stages are so different that 
they do not fit into the mental picture gained 
from knowledge of the later cases. If any 
good is to be done these cases, it must be 
through finding them early. 

Again, any amount of ein, and misery, and 
various typés of vice have resulted from 
leaving youths—boys and girle—in the early 
stages of dementia free to follow their in- 
stincts, when there is almost a certainty 
that those instincts will be determined by 
their mental twists. 

Any physician with an asylum experience, 
or any juvenile or criminal! court officer can 
tell of more than one juvenile who got into 
serious trouble because hie oncoming de- 
mentia was not recognized. 


— 

Oettinger says: “ The onset of dementia 
precox is at times so insidious that its victim 
continues long in the home, and hence comes 
under occasional care of the general practi- 
tioner. 

“A young person, previously normal in 
his intelligence, in his activities and his 
affections, becomes indifferent, lazy, irrita- 
ble, no longer amenable to home or school 
discipline. Formerly cheerful and compan 
jonable, he is now shy, taciturn, introspec 
tive, much by himself, yet at intervals dom) 
neering, obstinate, supercilious, or passes 
suddenly from depression to gayety of spirit. 

His school work lags, his duties are neg- 
lected. He ceases to acquire new ideas or 
apply to his acts the lessons of experience. 

“Such a change in character is apt to be 
attributed to perversity, bad temper, or in- 
fluence of companions; but loss of appetite 
and flesh, insomnia, or hysteriform symp- 
toms, together with a complaint of head- 
ache, vertigo, and indefinite malaise gradu- 
ally result in a visit to the doctor to pre- 
scribe for ‘ nervousness.’ ”’ 

~- 

At times the mental condition comes on 
suddenly with fainting or epilepsy; like 
spasm or mental confusion and excitement, 
unaccountable apprehension or depression, 
hallucinations, or even by suicidal attempts. 

In the more slowly developing forms, de- 
mentia precox could be mistaken by the 
parents for feeblemindedness, retardation, 
or eyen mental perversity. 

The boy described by the teacher in the 
article published yesterday may be in the 
early stages of dementia precox, or he may 
have a less serious condition. 

There is but one way to decide that ques- 
tion, and that is to have him investigated 
carefully by some one with experience in 
these conditions. 

That is the object of these two articles: 
To put before parents and teachers the plea 
that children who are markedly different 
from other children be not allowed to drift 
on, waiting for something to turn up, but 
that they be carefully studied by some one 
qualified to advise. 


NERVOUS HEART EVIDENCE. 
J. W. writes: Please give the symptoms 
of a nervous heart and the best remedy for 
it. Is it dangerous? 


REPLY. 

A nervous heart is one that, under any form 
of excitement or under the strain of physical 
exertion, beats very rapidly or irregularly. We 
expect the heart to beat faster when one exerts 
himselt, but, if the increase is much greater than 
that of the average person, the heart is nervous. 

The “way to find out ie to feel the pulse. 

The most frequent lorm of nervous heart is the 
tobacco heart. That is seldom dangerous, but 
is annoying 

The remedy is to stop the use of whatever is caue- 
ing the nervous heart, if it ie some drug Ake to- 
bacco or coffee. 

The Heart is frequently nervous when the thy- 
roid gland te enlarted er overactive. Finally, 
remember that watching the pulse can cause it 
to beat fast, and sometimes can cause it te 57

who is, I think, affected wtih neurasthenia. 
He is a man of about 0 years of age, of 
unusually fine mind, and temperate in every 
way. He has an idea that he is going to die 
and always says he is afraid of death. He 
complains of a dreadful pain in his head 
and saye he thinks it will burst and that will 
be the end of him. He lies down a good deal 
in a dark room. Sometimes, when you tell 
him to get up, he says he is suffering so that 
he can't move and that he is afraid his back 
will break. I think, of course, this is all 
imaginary, but it seems to be real to him, 
He is despondent. Doctors do not do him any 
good. How should he be treated—that Is, 
should he be talked to severely or should we 
sympathize with him? He has had to give up 
his business of course, and it is so cold for 
any outdoor exercise.“ He complains a great 
deal of not sleeping Please advise some- 
thing that can be done for him at home. IL 
know he seems better as long as he ls occu- 
pied, but he le not capable of doing a great 
deal—at least he thinks he isn’t; and he seems 
nervous and clenches his fiste and has a 
most distressed expression.” 


REPLY. 

The above description is that of an individual 
with an excessive neurasthenia—almost beyond 
the limits of that condition. Ordinary medicine 
and ordinary medical service will not help hm 
materially. He needs mental training and psy- 
chotherapy. He may be able te accomplieh what 
he needs at home, but prolonged sanitariuin treat- 
ment will be much more promising.

TR KENNETH MACKENZIE, the 

Scotch baronet of ancient lineage who 

figured unsuccessfully in a suit in 

London a fortnight ago, when he 

sought in vain to invoke the statute 
of Umitations to relieve him of a debt of 
$250, loaned to him in 1906 by David Stanley 
Brown, head of one of the oldest firms of 
soap manufacturers in New York, has often 
been in financial trouble before and has fig- 
ured frequently in the London court of bank- 
ruptcy. 

He is tolerably well known on this side of 
the water, having, as mining engineer and 
promoter, taken a leading part in the forma- 
tion of a Canadian canal enterprise known 
as the New Dominion syndicate. He has 
likewise been associated with gold mining 
companies in Venezuela and elsewhere in 
Central and South America, besides having 
taken part in the development of electric 
Mghting here in the western hemisphere, 

He has also been queen's and lord treas- 
urer’s remembrancer at Edinburgh. 

In fact, he has been engaged in so many 
enterprises, including rubber companies, 
that it is not astonishing that he should have 
failed in nearly all of them, and that he 
should more than once have come perllously 
near imprisonment for violation of that 
stringent law which sternly forbids undis- 
charged bankrupts from obtaining any 
credit for more than $100 without notifying 
the parties concerned of the fact that they 
are undischarged bankrupts

Sir Kenneth, who is married to the daugh- 
ter of a physician, Dr. Jules Espinet, prac- 
ticing in Trinidad, British West Indies, is 
the fourteenth feudal and laird of Gairloch, 
and owns not one but two baronetcies—name- 
ly: that of Mackenzie of Scatwell, created 
in 1702, and the much oker one of Mac- 
kenzie of Tarbat, which dates from 1028. 

He has a boy of 10, failing whom, the next 


kenzie, who has made his home for years at 
Netherwood, in New Jersey, married to a 
daughter of Peyton Skipwith Coles of 
BDetoutevilie, Va., and has a son, now 28 
years of age, named Kenneth, who, born ip 
this country, is in the line for the family 
honors.

kenzie, who makes his home in British 


, Columbia, represent the main branch of the 


ancient family of Mackenzie of KIntall, 
which has owned many honors, including the 
earldom of Cromartie, still in existence in 
the person of Lady Constance Stewart Rich- 
ardeon’s elder sister, who is Countess of 
Cromartie in her own right, and the now 
extinct earldom of Seaforth. 
~~ 

Like eo many other Scotch houses, the 
Mackenzies are burdened with curses, one 
of which was laid upon them by that cele- 
brated Scotch prophet known as the Brehan 
seer, 

During the seventeenth century the Coun- 
tess of Seaforth of the day, irritated by an 
unpleasant prediction which he had made, 


caused the seer to be burned during the ab- 
sence of her husband. 

While tied to the stake the seer laid a 
curse upon the Mackenzies, whose estates 
extended across Scotland from sea to sea, 

ying great misfortunes to the family, 

He declared that the curse would last for 
seven generations, and. speaking more espe- 
cially of the Seaforth Mackenzies, declared: 


“TI see a chief, the last of his line. both 


deaf and dumb. He will follow his three fair 
sons to the tomb and will die knowing that 
his broad lands will pass away toa stranger 


heir to these honors is Edmund Lyons Mac-

and that the remnant of his possessions wil! 
be inherited by a white hooded lassie from 
the east, and she is to kill her sister. 

As a sign from which it may be known 
that these things are come to pas there 
will be four great lairds in the days of the 
last Seaforth—namely: Gairloch, Chisholm, 
Grant, and Ramsay, of whom one shall be 
bucktoothed, one harelipped, one half-witted, 
and another a stammerer. 

When he looks round and sees them he 
may know that his sons are doomed to death 
and that his broad lands will pass away to 
the stranger.” 

The last Earl of Seaforth, born in 1754, al- 
though he became deaf and dumb, wasa man 
of great ability, a friend of Sir Walter Scott, 
raised a regiment, became a general of the 
army [perhaps the only instance of a man 
thus affilcted attaining so high a military 
rank], and was governor of Barbadoes.

The Kintail estates of the former Farls of 
Seaforth belong today to another Mac- 
kenzie, who has, however, no connection 
whatsoever with either the Seaforth Mac- 
kenzies or with the Mackenziles of Tarbat 
or of Scatwell. 

Towards the middle of Queen Victoria’s 
reign there returned to England from India 
a Scotchman known as James Mackenzie, 
although, according to many, his original 
patronymic had been Thompson. He had 
made a big fortune by trade in the orient. 

He is said to have been the original of 
Thackeray's “‘ Altamont, altas Amory,” the 
representative of the Nawab of Lucknow, in 
“ Pendennis.” 

Settling down in his native Scotland, he 
purchased the 60,000 acre estate of Kintal! 
and on the strength of this he styled himself 
“ Mackenzie of Kintail.” 

This infuriated all good Scotchmen and led 
to bitter denunciations of his usurpation of 
this historic designation, both In society and 
the press. 

He turned a deaf ear, however, to the mat- 
ter until he was created a baronet, 


„ 


Baronetcies are usually accompanied by a 
territorial) designation, and when the moment 
arrived for the Royal College of Arms to 
register the new dignity and for the crown 
to issue its patent, Sir James Mackenzie 
found himeelf confronted by an appeal, 
lodged with the authorities by Col. James 
Stewart Mackenzie of Seaforth, by the Mac- 
kenzies of Tarbat and Scatwell, and by others 
of the representatives of the great Scotch 
house of Mackenzie. 

They demanded that, inasmuch as their 
pedigrees disclosed no relationship with the 
newly created baronet, no sanction should be 
given by the crown in its grant of his title 
to his unwarranted adoption of the time 
honored designation of Mackenzie of Kintail. 

This proved effective. Sir James aban- 

doned the style of Mackenzie of Kintall and 
contented himself instead with that of Mao- 
kenzie of Glen Muick. 
, Glen Muick is in the neighborhood of Bal 
moral, and the Mackenzies of Glen Muick 
ended by being admitted into the intimacy 
of the royal family at Beimoral as near 
neighbors, 

Indeed, both, Queen Alexandra and King 
George were present aS Sponsors at the 
christening the other day in the chapel royal 
at St. James of the infant son of Allan Mac- 
kenzie and of his wife, who is the only daugh- 
ter of Lord and Lady Knollys. 

Allan Mackenzie is a grandson of the first 
Baronet of Glen Muick and next heir to the 
title and estates now held by his elder 
brother, the unmarried Sir Victor Meckenzis 
ef the Scots Guarda.

Men have only to improve 
their knowledge of women, and it will be 
granted speedily. Sentimental prattle of the 
mother, the wife, the sister is not needed 
when we see, as the choicer spirits of men 
do now see, that women have brains, and can 
be helpful to the hitherto entirely dominant 
muscular creature who has allowed them 
some degree of influence in return for servile 
flatteries and the graceful undulations of the 
snake—admired yet dreaded. Women must 
have brains to have emerged from so long a 
bondage. .*

SAVING LIVES OF CHILDREN. 

Chicago, March 3,—[{ Edftor of The Tribune.] 
—Your editorial of Feb. 17, on Pigs and 
Children "* is Interesting. In our family we 
have had two cases of scarietfever. In 1888 
a neighbor’s boy had scarlet fever; when he 
came out for the first time after his sickness 
he was so glad to see my little Burrage that 
he kissed him. I believe is was a death kiss. 
I have taken occasion, probably, to warn 
100,000 people against kissing a ohild upon the 
lips 

I desire to commend, especially, that part 
of your editorial, as follow The fact of the 
matter is that all warnings and precautions 
mean little when the source of disease is not 
cut off.” 

My little daughter had scarlet fever in 
1906. After we knew the nature of the sick- 
ness a scarlet fever card was at once put 
upon the front door; the little ong removed 
to the attic where we had had a sheet iron 
stove, and all rags and papers used around 
the child were immediately burned, and the 
clothes put into a wash boiler containing a 
solution of carbolic acid aud water. The 
doors of the rooms all over the house sealed 
and for weeks I, personally, scrubbed the 
floor with soap and water and chloride and 
when any one went into the room a duster 
was used and that duster put in a closet 
and immediately fumigated with formalde- 
hyde. I personally fumigated the house 
using about twelve quarts of formaldehyde, 
putting ca over the line and sprinkling a 
solution of formaldehyde and water on the 
sheets. 

I believe if the same care were exercised 
in every family where there are contagious 
diseases as was used in our family 90 per 
cent of all contagious diseases of Chicago, 
of those that originate here, could be elimi- 
nated,

Jurist, Back from Coast, Tells How 


It Is Dene There. 


Intoxicated Chicagoans who fell afoul a 
policeman will have a chance to see the sun 
rise, and also straighten out their litt dit- 
ferences with the court and get to work on 
time, if a program recommended yesterday 
by Municipal Judge Sabath, just returned 
from California, is put into effect. He pro- 
poses the establishment here of a Sunrise 
court for plain and fancy drunks, similar to 
that in Los Angeles 

“Tt is one ot the most beneficial institu- 
tions I have ever seen, said the judge. All 
incoxicated men, the minute their condition 
is seen by a police officer, are brought into 
the ststion and are locked up for the night. 
In this way they are protected from becom- 
ing disorderiy and are iso saved a lot of 
money. In the morning at 5 o'clock they are 
Srraigned before some police official in 
charge, usually a lLeutenant, and are 
questioned, and if not old offenders, they are 
let go. 

Grand Thing for “Hangovers.” 

In this way the policeman who made the 
arrest does not have to appear in court to 
prefer charges against a man who would 
be discharged anyway. The prisoners, too, 
are protected against possible discharge 
from their positions, for they are able to get 
to work at their regular hours and are thus 
saved from disagreeable questioning by their 
employers.” 

Judge GSabath also believes that California 
has solved the wife abandonment question, 
for in that etate it is a felony, and when sen- 


‘tence is imposed upon a man he usually 


works upon the county’s roads, either he!p- 
ing build new ones or keeping them clean. 
The family is also protected from want, as 
the state paye the wife $1.50 a day for her 
husband's labor. 

Solves Wife Desertion Problem. 

“If there is a spark of manhood left in a 
man it-is brought out after he has been seen 
by his associates working on the public high- 
ways.’ remarked Judge Sabath, “ and there 
are few who return to the court. 

That is our great trouble here, for if we 
sentence a man for wife abandonment there 
is a family to look out for, and many times 
a wife is afraid to testify againet her husband 
when she thinks of the little ones at home.

Explorer Explains How Two of 
His Companions Met Death 
in the Far South. 


OWN ESCAPE NARROW. 


Forced to Eat Dog Team in Order 
to Reach His Relief Sta- 
tion Alone.

SYDNEY, N. &. W., March 5.—Details of 
the tragic ending of Lieut. B. E. S. Ninnis, of 
the Royal Fusiliers regiment, and Dr. 
Xavier Mertz, who met with death in the 
frozen south polar regions while members of 
the Australian antarctic expedition, were 
told in a wireless telegraph message re- 
aeived today from Dr. Douglas Mawson, the 
leader of the expedition, who also suffered 
great hardship. 

The wireless message received from Dr. 
Mawson, who is now in Adelie Land, says: 

“On Dec. 4, 1911, while we were exploring 
a new coastiine three hundred miles to the 
southeast of our winter quarters, Lieut. 
Ninnis with a dog team and with almost all 
our food disappeared in an unfathomable 
crevasse. 

Dr. Mertz and myself with an inadequate 
supply of provisions and with six starving 
dogs started over the plateau for our hut. ) 
Bad weather retarded our progress and we 
subsisted chiefly on dogs. 

On Jan. 17, 1912, Dr. Mertz died, the causes 
of his death arising from malnutrition. 

“On Feb. 7, I arrived at the hut alone, 
having traveled through snow and fog and 
having miraculously been guided by provi- 
dence through the heavily crevassed areas.

Announcement is made by Lyman B. Glover, 
general manager of the Kohl-Castle theaters in 
Chicago, that following the brief run of “ Hin- 
dle Wakes" the Olympic theater will revert to 
its original policy of a popular price vaudeville 
house at prices ranging from 10 to 30 cents.

February pig iron output was 2,586,337 
tons, or 92,300 tons a day against 90,172 tons 
a day in January. The February rate was 
thus 20,000 tons.a day or 7,800,000 tone a year 
more than that of February, 1912.
